VISIT TO A SUGAR FACTORY IN | 


JAMAICA, 


Mills Work Night and Day For Two 
Months to Keep Up With the Har- 
vests—Negroes Do the Work and 
Can Survive Terrific Heat — Two 
Years’ Work and Six Months’ 
Holiday With Handsome Income. 


IT was lying in a hammock swing: 
ing from two posts on the verandah 
of un old-fashioned Jamaican bunga- 
low, Kronting me was a sugar imiil, 
a rambling, sweetsmelling clump oi 
whitewashed stone buildings, peoplea 
by a great cloud of busy, coui-biack 
workeis, The steady hum = of the 
steam-driven machinery was smother- 
ed on uccount of the distaunee by the 
echoes of the shrill voices of the ne- 


groes. Ox wagons, heavily-laden 
With pew-cut canes, lumberea uwk- 
wardly up the little hill leading to 
the factory, and unloaded their green 
freights to the wecompaniment of a 
chorus of African music and the 


heavy noise of a dozen cracking whips. 
Only the dull-eyed oxen, massive and 
patient, were silent--everything else 
-—the creaking wagons, the shouting 
drivers, the snapping whips, and the 
shrill-voiced workers — contribuieu 
their quota to the great avalanclhy 
noise, 

It was searcely five o'clock, and the 
Jamaican morning was keen, the ait 
crisp and pleasant; the sun had not 
yet given us au taste of its tropical

GLASS HALL UNDER LAKE, 


Whitaker Wright's Fine 
Bought by Lord Pirrie. 
Lea Park, the magnificent estate of 


Estate 


2,800 acres, on which the late Mr. 
| Whitaker Wright lived at Witley, 
Surrey, has been brought by Lord 


Pirrie, the well-known shipbuilder, 
The sale includes 1,500 acres of land 
adjoining the property of the Earl of 
Derby. . 

The price paid by Lord Pirrie is 
not known, but when the estate came 
under the hammer in the summer of 
1904 the bidding had reached $725,- 
000. The auctioneer had suggested 
an opening bid of $1,000,000. 


The purchase recalls the tragie 
death of Mr. Wright, the financier, 
who committed suicide at the Old 


Sailey in January, 1904, tmmediately 
on being sentenced to penal servitude 
for seven years for issuing false bal- 
ance sheets in connection with the 
London and Globe Finance Corpora- 
tion. 

In the planning of Witley Court, 
by which name it will now be known, 
Mr. Wright set out to construct a 
home for himself unsurpassable in 
magnificence, At the time of his death 
he had spent no less than $3,500,000 
upon it. 

The estate extends from the village 
of Witley to the famous Hindhead 
Punch Bowl and Gibbet Hill. Tt 
formed a portion of Queen Elizabeth's 
Hindhead deer forest, and commands 
mngnificent views over a glorious ex- 
panse of open country, including 
Blackdown and Hindhead and the 
benutifully-wooded downs of Surrey 
and Sussex, 

The mansion was built of stone in 
eprly English style, with half-timber- 
ed work, and in the laying-out of the 
grounds the great financier had hills 
removed or lakes formed, according 
to his caprice. The finest statnary 
and other ornamentations that money 


could buy were brought from the 
continent. 
Around the park is a wall of 


dressed stone, four miles long, which 
cost the financier $185.09, and there 
are five stone lodges, which cost $10,- 
000 exch. Among other remarkable 
features is a large hall constructed 
of glass under one of the lakes. 

Tt is understood that Lord Pirrie 
proposes to develon the estate on the 
original lines, and that he intends 
to reside there. Work has already 
been begun there, 


Afghan Risings. 

There has lately been a recrudes- 
cence of activity on the part of the 
armed gangs who infest the Afghan 
border, and more than one sanguin- 
ary encounter is reported, Mail news 
with regard to a fight in Kohat dis- 
trict between a band of Khostwals 
and a small party of Border police, 
under a native officer, indicates that 
the latter behaved with great bravery, 
attacking a greatly superior force, 
and routing them with a loss of eleven 
killed. The raiders fought to their 
last cartridge. Less satisfactory was 
the result of an encounter between a 
detachment of troops and the party 
OF thesectens fone ae) ~fhob Levy, cf 
whom Jamadar ul Beram is the 
head. These men, seventeen in num- 
ber, went off with twenty ponies, as 
many Martini carbines, and 8,000 
rounds of ammunition, and at once 
fell to raiding. They displayed great 
ferocity, in one case putting to death 
three men, against whom the leader 


is believed to have had a grudge. 
Gul Beram seems to have secured 
credence for the useful fiction that 
he bears a charmed life. There is a 


legend that on his once being taken 
out, by order of the Amir of Afghanis- 
tan, to be shot, the bullets as they 
struck him turned off harmlessly, 
and were converted into silver rupees. 
The party sent in pursuit of the band 
consisted of some of the 15th Lancers 
and Zhob Levy cavalry, under Cap- 
tains Loring and Pickford and Lieu- 
tenant Gwatkin. They were ambushed 
in a narrow defile, and the lieutenant 
was ot dead. One of the raiders 
was killed, and another captured, but 
in a heavy snow storm which came 
on the rest escaped into Afghan ter- 
ritory. 


Electrifying an Elephant. 
A very curious accident occurred in 
Mysore, India, recently. 
A palace elephant mahout, seated 
on a huge tusker, happened to pass 
under the main-line wires conveying 


current from the — power-station, 
Thinking he wonld test the truth of 
anyone boing killed if the wire were 


touched, he was foolish enough to 
place his hand on the wire, 

The effeet wes disastrous, Both 
mahont and elephant were knocked 
down instantly, and lay insensible. 
The elephant, after a short while, 


got up, and rushed about in a dazed 
manner, wrecking carriages, posts, 
ete., in its mad career, After a most 
exciting chase, the semi-cleetrocuted 
elephant was captured by means of 
two other elephants. —Madras Mail, 


Nests That Weigh Tons. 


The Australian bush turkeys live 
in colonies, and construct pyramidal 
nests so huge that to move them re 
quires the services of six or seven 
strong men, ‘The material of a single 
nest has been found to weigh up- 
wards of five tons, The jungle fowl 
of the same continent have nests 


reaching on an average 15 feet high, 
with a ecircumfercnee, sometimes, of 
150 feet. The nests are erected in se- 
cluded sheltered spots and, as in the 
case of the small neses of birds, they 
are skilfully interwoven with leaves, 
grass, and twigs, and suel other suit- 
able material us the fowl may be abie 
to procure,

RUSSIAN MEMBERS WILL BE 
GUESTS OF NATION 


Meeting of Emperor of Russia and 
Emperor of Germany to be Coun- 
terbalanced by a Visit of Influen- 
tial Members of Russian Duma to 
England—Socialists Object to Pres- 
ence of Czar in England 


London.—The meeting of the Em- 
peror of Russia and the Emperor of 
Germany in Ptkipas bay will be coun- 
terbalanced by the presence of a party 
composed of influentail members of 
the Russian duina in England for the 


next fortnight, and the visit to King, 


Edward by the Russian Emperor dur- 
ing the Cowes regatta. 

This is the second excursion of the 
Russian deputies to England, a party 
composed of members of the first 
induma coming here in 1906 when the 


emperor dissolved that body, as the) 


guests of the members of parliament. 

Whereas the first delegation em- 
braced members with revolutionary 
tendencies, the coming visitors repre- 
sent the more conservative factions of 
the Russian government, and will 
practically be guests of the nation. 

L. Khomyakoff, president of the 
duma, and Prince Peter Troubelskoy 
will head the delegation, which con- 
sists of five members of the council of 
the empire and fifteen deputies. An 
elaborate program has been prepared 
for their entertainment, which — in- 
cludes a reception by the king. 

This delegation will be weleomed by 
everyone, but it is not likely that 
there will be much enthusiasm over 
the visit of Emperor Nicholas. The 
time has not arrived when the Russian 
ruler, whom many Britishers still re- 


gard as a tyrant, can come to Lon- | 


don without danger of insults. The 
fact that the emperor’s meeting with 
the king takes place at Cowes prob- 
ably will save unpleasant incidents. 
The labor party is organizing a 
meeting of protest to be held at Trafal- 
gar square on July 18 James Keir- 


Hardie, the socialist and independent | 


member of parliament, at a labor 
demonstration at Durham bitterly de- 


nounced the government for holding | 


out the hand of friendship to the Em- 
peror of Russia, who, he said, ‘is so 
loathed in this country that he dare 
not set foot on British soil. He 
would be hissed in the streets,’ con- 
tinued Mr. Hardie, ‘if he appeared in 
public.” 

The Socialist member of the House 
of Commons, Victor Grayson, addres- 
sing his constituents at Colne Valley, 
sai 

“Tam glad that Russian Mollus, the 
emperor, will be six miles out of the 
danger zone when he comes to Eng- 
land. I would count it a disgrace to 
the traditions of this country to in- 
troduce the loathsome persoi i792 our 
life. If the Russian emperor must be 
allowed to live he must keep to his 
own shores.” 


The Franco-Canadian Treat 


Ottawa.—The government has _ re- 
ceived word from Paris that the bill 
ratifying the Franco-Canadian trade 
concession as negotiated by Hon 
Messrs, Fielding and Brodeur in 1907, 
and amended last summer, is now be- 
fore the’ chamber of deputies, and will 
be assented to within a short time. 
The treaty, however, cannot come into 
effect until formally ratified by the 
Canadian jarliament, which will be 
done early next session. 

Owing to the delay of the French 
Chamber in ratifying the treaty, the 
Canadian government did not take 
any action last session to have the 
treaty ratified here.

He believes that 
cigarettes impair the health of the 
men and do not increase their effi- 
ciency, 


Labor News 

Ottawa.—The labor department re- 
ports that during May there were 15 
trade disputes in Canada, an inerease 
of 2 compared with May, 1908, Thirty- 
two firms and 4,759 emploves were af- 
fected, the loss of time being approxi- 
mately 96,357 days, 

Industrial accidents occurred to 278 
working people in Canada during 
May, of which 93 were fatal and 185 
resulted in serious injuries, Lumber.

H Satisfactory 

Calgary, Alta.—Immigration Officer 
| Winn’s report of the condition of 
affairs in this district, which is for- 
warded to the department of immigra- 
tion at Ottawa each week, shows that, 
the growth of grain in the province 
has been phenomenal. Wheat, oats 
and other grains are between eight 
and ten inches above the ground in} 
nearly every section, The wonderful 
growth has, according to the report, 
been duesto the splendid — growing 
weather which has prevailed. The 
condition of the grass on the ranges 
has also been greatly benefited, and 
/eattle are thriving on all sides. The! 
hay crop should be ready early this! 
summeer, as its growth has also been 
phenomenal, 

In the matter of wages for farm 
help the report states that experienced 
farm help is in demand and that $380 
to $35 are the wages being paid, In- 
experienced help 1s commanding about 
$15 to $20 and is too plentiful. Large 
numbers of inexperienced farm hands 
are seeking employment but cannot 
obtain it, and have to go to the con- 
struction camps and other places 
where there is a great demand for un- 
skilled labor. 

There is a searcity ot farm and 
dairy produce throughout the district, 
and prices are correspondingly high. 
They were never so high at this time 
of the year as they are at present. 
Fuel, however, is being obtained with 
comparative ease and prices are not 
above a reasonable limit. “Sunny 
Alberta’ has upheld its claim to the 
title during the past week or two, for 
there has been an average of fifteen 
hours of sunshine every day during 
the past week. This good weather has 
had a decidedly good influence on the 
trade conditions.

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Text of the Lesson, Rom. xiii, 8-14. | 


Memory Verses 8 10—Golden Text, 
Rom. xiii, 144—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns.

We have today an excellent lesson 
from the writings of the Holy Spirit 
through Paul in perfect keeping with 
our recent lessons from James show- 
ing the necessity of a godly life to 
prove to the world the reality of our 
faith. The first two verses call our at- 
tention to the law which is holy and 
just and good, but which, according to 
fom. fil, 19, was given that every 
| mouth might be stopped and all the 
world be proved guilty before God, for 
| no one has ever lived since Adam fell 
but has broken the law except the 
Lord Jesus Christ, who is‘the end of 
, the law for righteousness to every one 
that believeth (Rom. x, 4). He perfect- 
ly loved God and man and by His sac. 
rifice for sin on our behalf has pro- 
vided absolutely perfect righteousness, 
justifying freely by His grace all who 
come unto God by Him. This ts fully 
set forth in the first eight chapters of 
this epistle. Then follows in three 
chapters the story of Israel, then the 
life not conformed to this world which 
the Lord expects to be found, by His 
grace, in all bellevers—a life of love, 
according to I John iv, 11, “Beloved, if 
God so loved us, we ought also to love 
one gnother.” The life of love that He 
will live in us if we will let Him is 
fully told in I Cor. xifi, 4-7. He re- 
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deems us from the curse of the law | 


and assures us of no condemnation to 
any who ure in Christ, in order that 
the righteousness of the law may be 
fulfilled in us who walk not after the 
flesh, but after the Spirit (Rom. viii,

NE of the most {mportant fac- | 
tors in crop production is the 
selection of seed. ‘This is {m- | 
portant not only in producing |! 

‘a lurge yleld, but also in obtaining a 
product of the highest quality. 

The use of the fanning mill as a 
menns of sorting out the heaviest, 
pluinpest grains was spoken of in the 
previous article, The importance of 
this means of seed selection cannot be 
too greatly emphasized, 

One of the principal reasons for se- 
lecting the largest grains for seed is 
that they contain so much more food 
for the young plant. This enables it 
to make a_ strong, vigorous start. 
Such plants have more vitality, grow 
faster and produce larger yields than 
plants from. shriveled - seeds, which 
have a struggle for existence from 
the time they germinate. Another 
reason for selecting plump seed is 
that the resulting crop is likely to be 
of better quality and will thus bring 
a higher price’ when sold. The old 
law of “like produces like” applies to 
plants as well as to animals. One of 
the surest ways of bringing about im- 
provement {fs by using parents of the | 
desired type year after year, 

Selecting seed according to size by 
screening out the small grains Is not

enough. Some of the.Jargest grains 
are shriveled and light in weight. 


The only way to separate these is to: 
use plenty of wind in the fanning 
mill so as to blow them over, Such 
grains are all right for feed, but are 
entirely out of place in the seed bin. 
This method of selection is especially 
important in the case of wheat, as it 
separates the hard from the soft 
grains to some extent, since the soft 
ones are lighter. Hardness is an im- 
portant factor to look after, since a 
hard whet is much more” value 
for milling purposes, making a larger 
amount of high grade flour. 

If the most value {is to be obtained 
from the selection of seed some defi- 
nite plan of improvement must be fol: 
lowed. By a little care a variety of 
wheat or oats may be so bred up as tc 
increase the yield from ten to twenty 
bushels per acre, The work is a small 
item as compared with the benefits. 

In starting the work of breeding the 
variety which does best in your par. 
ticular locality should be selected, Ge 
into the field just before harvest time 
and select forty or fifty of the best 
heads. In doing this the size ané 
plumpness of the grain and the length 


! of the head should be considered, This 


latter point has a great deal to ao 
with the y#:ld, since a long head often 
contains twice as much grain as a 
shorter one. The character of the 
straw is also important. It should be 
straight and strong, with no tendency 
to rust, as a weak straw or one that is 
badly rusted cannot hold up a heavy 
head of grain, Another point to notice 
is the'stooling—that is, the number of 
stalks that grow up from one seed. 

When the required number of such 
heads have been found they should be 
put away in a dry place until spring, 
when they should be thrashed out sep- 
arately and planted in a little plot in 
the garden. The seed from each hend 
should be sown in a row by Itselé. 
The rows should be about four Inches 
apart and the plants the same dis- 
tance apart in the row. 

As harvest time comes on a great 
difference in these rows will be no- 
ticed. Some will be badly affected 
with rust. Some will have weak straw 
and will go down badly, Some will 
have short heads containing but a few 
grains each. A few of the rows will 
contain plants and heads of the type 
you are looking for, Select the best 
heads from these rows to plant in next 
year's plot. 

The second year, if the first year's 
selection was properly carried on, con- 
siderable Improvement will be observ- 
ed, This year the seed from each of 
the strongest rows should be saved in 
bulk after sorting out any heads that 
are not of the required type. The seed 
from exch of these rows Is to be plant- 
ed in a little plot by Itself the follow- 
ing spring. 

Notes on these plots regarding the 
strength of straw, amount of stooling 
and resistance to rust should be care- 
fully kept. The main point to be con- 
sidered, however, is the yield, The 
grain from each of the plots should 
be welghed and the preference given 
to the heaviest ylelders, Seed from 
five or six of the best producing plots 
may then be saved for larger plots the 
fourth year. The yield of these, to- 
gether with the quality of:grain and 
strength of straw, will determine

of the methods of prevention here. 

Smut is a fungous growth—that is, 2 
low form of plant which lives on other 
plants, It usually attacks the heads 
of small grain, filling the place where 
the kernels should be with a black, 
worthless mass, The black dust of 
which this muss is made up is com- 
prised largely of spores, which corre- 
spond to seeds of higher plants. These 
spores become scattered over the seed 
in thrashing and storing, In the 
spring, when the grain sprouts, the 
smut spore germinates also and sends 
a tiny thread up through the stem to 
the head, where it develops futo the 
familiar smut ball, Often these smut 
balls are inside of a bull that appears 
perfectly sound from the outside, so 
that the damage from smut is much 
greater than would appear from sim- 
ply glancing over the field. 

Any method of treatment which will 
destroy the smut spores on the grain 
will prove effective, although the smut 
which is scattered in the field some- 
times infects the plants the next year. 
When rotation is practiced, however, 
this is seldom the case, as the oat 
smut will not attack corn, nor will 
corn smut grow on oats, 

The selection of seed corn {s even 
more important than the selection of 
small grain, since so much less corn 
is required to plant an acre, thus per- 
mitting of much more careful choice, 
The most important point to be consid- 
ered in the selection of seed ears is ma- 
turity. An ear that fis not entirely ma- 
ture will be light, the kernels will be 
loose on the cob and have a dull, 
chaffy appearance, and the germs will 
be shrunken and the back of the ker- 
nels wrinkled, 

Such corn should not be selected for 
seed because the amount of food ma- 
terial stored in the kernel is too sinalb 
to give the young sprout much of & 
start. The germ is also likely to be 
weak from being frozen while still in 
the immature, watery condition. The 
fact that an ear ts not entirely ripe 
indicates, too, that it belongs to a 
variety just a little late for the local- 
ity. 

Ears that are not entirely ripe are 
nut neariy Bo NARaAka- for seed as... 
riper, sounder ones, even if the latter 
are not so large. By selecting only 
ears of this early maturing type a 
strain of corn can soon be developed 
which can be depended upon to ripen 
in the particular locality in which it is 
grown, 

Since the size of the crop depends 
to a considerable extent on the size 


of the ear the seed ears selected 
should be as large as {s consistent f 
with early maturity. Mere size of 


ear is not enough, however, The ears 
should be well proportioned and not 
too big around for thelr length, since 
ears of this sort are late in maturing 
and slow to dry out, The size of an 
ear should be made up of corn instead 
of cob. This means deep kernels and 
a relatively small cob. 

There must also be the largest pos: 
sible amount of corn in proportion te

the cob. To secure this the ear should 
be well filled out at butt and tip and 
fairly uniform in size from end to end. 
The kernels should be so firm on the 
ear that it cannot be twisted in the 
hands, There should be no spaces 
between the kernels next to the cob, 
nor should the spaces between the 
tops of the kernels be too great, They, 
should not be packed together to 
tightly at this latter point, however, 
as this hinders rapid drying out, The 
rows should be straight and the ker- 
nels of uniform size, 

In starting ont to select ears of the 
desired type the work ¢@¢an be done 
much more quickly if the corn is laid 
out on a table or bench, Then by 
taking an ear for a sample which 
most nearly represents your ideal you 
can go over the entire lot and quick- 
ly pick out the ears that are most 
like it. The point of selecting ears of 
a uniform type Is an important one, 
as only in this way can the corn 
grower hope to make improvement 
from yenr to year The methods of

* QUAIL FROM EGYPT. 


How Birds Are Trapped, Cared For 
and Transported by Thousands. 


| 
| A record consignment of 100,000 live 
| Egyptian quail, requiring special con- 
{veyance, from Alexandria to London, 
| by way of the Manchester ship canal, 
left Alexandria on March 25, and 
reached Manchester about a week ago, 
when they were transferred to a 
special express for London. Twenty 
drays were required to convey them 
from King’s Cross to their destina- 
tion. 

It is most extraordinary that al- 
though on many occasions search has 
been made, the breeding ground of 
the quail is absolutely unknown. They 
are trapped by Arabs, who deliver 
them in half dozens in boxes and 
baskets to the Egyptian Quail Syndi- 
este’s collecting deposits situated at 
all stations on the Egyptian State 
Railways between Alexandria and 
Assiout and Khartoum, and sent to 
the warehouse in Alexandria to await 
shipment. This warehouse is used 
exclusively for the purnose of keeping 
the quail until a sufficient number 
has been received. 

The quail are placed in crates six 
feet long with six tiers and capable 
of holding 600 birds for shipment. As 
the syndicate only receives payment 
for birds which are alive when de- 
livered, very great care and attention 
has to be naid to them during transit. 

Six Arabs are told off, whose sne- 
cinl duty is to feed and water the 
birds twiee every dav, and during the 
present journey 100 bags, each weich- 
ing two hundredweight of millet 
seed, were consumed. On fine davs 
the crates are brought un to a shel- 
tered pocition on deck for airing.— 
London Express, 


SCARED BY AIRSHIPS. 


Mysterious Craft With Searchlight 
| Reported In England. 


Residents of some parts of East 
Anglia, England, are keenly excited 
just now about a mysterious airship 
which has been seen hovering over 
the district in the early hours of the 
morning with a searchlight. 

Nobody appears to be able to throw 
any light on the ownership of the 
vessel, or the purpuse of these after- 
midnight ascents, and, of course, in 
the absence of definite information, 
people are saying it must be a party 
of Germans spying out the land.
